Mrs. Bailey had made her home at 
the Sherman House six or seven years, 
traveling much, particularly South. Rut 
litle was known of her. She always 
reemed plentifully supplied with money.

Browne opened his story by saying his 
compahy sold oil, pringipally lubrica- 
ting,‘in all the States. In Missouri they 
did business, mostly in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. Wiiness had been in the 
oil business 23 years, 18 years with Sco- 
field, Shurmer & Teagie, beginning as 
private secretary to John Teagle. He 
named the pariners in the firm and said 
he was a stockhoider in the Scio Refin- 
ing Co., one of the subsidiary concerns. 

The Scofieid concern, he said, had its 
refinery in Cleveland and ‘was an ac- 
tive competitor of the Spandard. 

“We made no distinction between the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. and. the Stand- 
ard,’ said Browne, “as we knew them 
as one and the same concern. We knew 
this trom their methods of competition. 
Our business was the selling of ligni 
olls, gasoline and so forth, and our daily 
reports from our men on the road 
showed that in getting and handling 
trade the Standard and Waters-Pierce 
used identical methods and did not com- 
pete.

FOUND BY THE INDIANS 





One Lost in the Brushes, but 
Three Picked Up by 
- Steamer, 


VICTORIA, B. CGC, Jan. 26.—Advices 
from Ucluelet state that 10 men who 
left the Valencia Wednesday af-crnoon 
on the second life raft whieh was 
picked up by the steamer City . Tope- 
ka, drifted into Barkley Sound. On ar- 
riving at a small island off Village Is- 
lard, Wilson, third engineer, jumped 
overboard and in attempting to swim 
ashore was drowned. 
nine landed on Turret Island Wednes- 
dav. 

Before morning five 
jumped into the water. One man, the 
strongest, started out for help and had 
not returned when the remaining three 
were taken on bourd the launch Sham- 
rock of Victoria, after having been 
found oy Indians. 


While the men were drifting on the 
life raft they saw the steamer City of 
Topeka for considerable time, but were 
unable to attract attention from the 
steamer, although they tried frantical- 
ly to do so. They saw Cape Beale light 
that night and tried to make fer it, us- 
ine the oars. 

The cnief cook, F. Hancock of San 
Francisco, was in command of the raft. 
He has a wife in San Franciso. He 
says he knew the following passengers 
and thinks they are all drowned: 


One Little Boy on Board. 


Mr. and Mrs. Oregon, with four chil- 
dren. When he left the wreck the 
parents and their children ‘were all 
gone. One little boy was on board. Mrs. 
Nostrom and a child were drowned and 
Mrs. Campbell and daughter he knew 
were drowned . 

The names of those on the raft who 
were drowned are: 

Wilson, third engineer; Wilson, a pas- 
senzger;. Wallace, steerage waiter and a 
man-of-war’s man on leave from the 
U. S&S. S. Concord, name unknown. The 
man in the Bush on the island is Frank, 
a waiter. He thinks Frank will be 
found all right by the Indians who are 
looking for him. 

The three men brought to Toquart are 
badly exhausted. One had to be car- 
ried and the others had to be helped 
along by the rescuing party. They are 
being cared for well at the Toquart 
fishing station. 

A dispatch from Cape Beale says that 
Lighthouse Keeper Patterson has re- 
turned from the wreck over the trail 
and reports that the steamer Valencia 
is no more. Pieces of the steamer and 
her cargo were scattered along the 
beach whe left. The first thing 
seen by the y from Cape Beale on 
their arrival was a trunk, evidently 
that of a foreigner, named Frank No- 
vak, and papers and clothing marked 
with that name. 

Then a dead body was seen ir the 
surf. but before it could be reached the 
undertow took it out and it sank in 
deep water. Two bodies were recovered 
from the wreck, but neither -could be 
identified. 

Tries to Carry Line. 

The tug Lorne, which returned at 
midnight from the wreck of the Valen- 
cia, brought John Segalos of San Fran- 
cisco, a fireman of the Vaiencia, res- 
cued by the City of Topeka from a raft 
and placed on board the Lorne. Segalos 
is a Greek. In an interview he told of 
a futile attempt made by him to swim 
ashore, carrying a line through the 
breakers to attach a line between the 
wreck and shore, and of how he and 17 
other survivors had spent from 10 a. 
m. until 4 p. m. on Wednesday on a 
fragile raft, buffeted by gales and 
swamped by the running seas until 
picked up by the Topeka.

The father, weeping, told Assistant

At the Barracks Von Watson was put 
to work in the microscopical department 
of the hospital, where he proved an 
expert. He said he was able to speak 
nine languages, and that he had studied 
surgery in -Austria. 

Mutilated bills and Confederate money 
with the denomination cut out were 
found in the “Count’s’”’ room. 

At Mannion Park, Tuesday, Von Wat- 
son is said to have displayed drafts on 
a bank at Bowling Green, Ky., aggregat- 
ing % He tried to get a draft for

Quarrel Over a Girl. 

On Nov. 1 last Watson visited the 
office of Maj. Banister, head surgeon 
at the Barracks, carrying with him a 
Suitcase and repeating Winchester 
rifle, and said that he wanted to en- 
list in the United States Army so 
that he could later receive an honor=- 
able discharge and return to Austria. 

He left his native land, he said, be- 
cause he had trouble with a superior 
officer. One night the superior found 
him in a cafe with a chorus girl whom 
the superior said was his sweetheart, 
and 10 days later, Watson said, he left 
the country to avoid trouble, arriving 
in St. Louis in October. 1904. 

Watson was told to return in a few 
days and did so, enlisting Nov. 4, 190}. 

He made friends fast and was granted@ 
permission to visit the city almost daily. 
He told great tales of his past life and 
of friends he had made since coming to 
America. 

He told of the handsome auto that 
he had in St. Louis and many times 
promised his comrades at the Bariacks 
that he would bring the machine down 
and give them a spin, a promise that 
‘vas never fulfilled. according to th 
ment at the Barracks. 

Only once did the ‘Count’ say that 
his name was not Watson, the name 
under which he had enlisted. He told 
several of his fellow soldiers one day 
that his real name was Windisgratz. 


Congratulated Ambassador. 
Not being able to read or write Eng- 


lish well, Watson got oné of the soldiers 
at the post to pen the letter for him 
a month ago when he was desirous of 
communicating with the Austrian Am- 
bassador at Washington, congratulat- 
ing the latter on his birthday. 

When he finally left the Barracks, 
taking a train for St. Louis, without 
permission, the men at the post say he 
carried a suitcase and overcoat belong- 
ing to one of them. His papers and 
letters, which he did not take then, dis- 
appeared Thursday night, they say. 

Watson was a great hand at borrow- 
ing money, his comrades say, and told 
of property that his family had sold in 
Austria a short time ago, his share of 
the sale being 35,000 carona. 

A peculiar black streak around the 
“Count’s” neck attracted fire-attention 
of the soldiers, and when asked as to 
its origin Watson said that the Egyp- 
tian sun had burnt it there when he 
aie a soldier in Egypt several years 

A handsome blond, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 
weighing 180 pounds, Watson attracted 
attention in the Barracks Hospita!

STOVE STARTS FLAMES 





Freight Cars Burned, but Pas- 
senger Is Pulled Away 
Unharmed. 





The Missouri Pacific: express train, 
which left Union Station at 10:10 p. m. 
Thursday, crashed into a freight train 
in the yards at Jefferson City four hours 
later. Nearly two hundred passengers 
were thrown from their seats or berths 
and were bruised and shaken up, but no 
one was seriously hurt. 

The freight train caught fire and 10 
cars, which had been derailed and 
crushed into kindling, were burned. 

The trainmen, by quick work, saved 
the passenger train and some of the 
cars of the freight train. 

The passengers, aroused from their 
slumbers by the sudden stopping of the 
train and the nolse of the collision, 
rushed from the train in pajamas and 
night clothes and stood about, shivering 
in the cold, -while the trainmen strug- 
gled to save the passenger. train from 
destruction. 

Though the passenger engine struck 
the rear of the freight train with great 
force, only one truck of one coach of 
the passenger train left the rails. 

The passenger train, in charge of Con- 
ductor Wheeler and Engineer Linaberry, 
was due at Jefferson City at 2 a.m. It 
was on time and was running fast as it 
rounded the curve to pass beneath the 
walls of the Penitentiary. 

The engineer’s trained eye, searching 
the track ahead, saw the signal light on. 
the caboose of a freight train, standing 
on the main line, only 100 yards ahead 
of him. 

Enginemen Jumped. 

Throwing on the brakes and reversing 
the throttle, Linaberry called to his 
fireman to jump, and one went out one 
side of the cab and one out the other, 
an instant before the engine struck the 
caboose. 


The engine plowed through 10 cars of 
the 15 composing the freight train, 
throwing some to one side and some to 
the other. 

Passengers, awakened by the shock, 
rushed pell mell from the coaches. Many 
of those in the Pullmans did not take 
time to dress, but leaped out into the 
cold, carrying their clothing and val- 
uables in their hands. 

A moment after the trains collided 
there was a piercing scream, seeming- 
ly coming from all the women passen- 
gers at the same time, but when there 
was no further shock there were no 
more cries. ' 

Seeing the passenger train had not 
left the track and only the freight 
train was damaged, the greater number 
of passengers, especially those in light 
attire, hurried back into the cars. 

A few roinutes after the collision the 
trainmen were horrified to see the mass 


of wreckage burat into flames. It had 
been fired by a stove in the caboose. 
Investizg2tion showed that only one 
truck of one coach was off the track 
and after working for 30 minutes the 
trainmen got this back on the rails and 
the passenger coaches were drawn back 
frum the burning freight cars. 

The train was in constant danger of 
catching tire during that time, however, 
and nearly all the passengers, by th 
time dressed, again left the coaches. ~

The Alton doctor who attended the 
young man, the undertaker who em- 
balmed the ‘body and: the  boarding- 
house keeper who cared for him con- 
tradict the Virginia doctor. ‘ ! 

The examination at Palmyra seems to : 
have been prompted by the discovery, 
from the papers accompanying the 
corpse, that Deputy Coroner Allen Keis- 
er of Alton took charge of the body and 
shipped it.

At the Flagstaff public school, a iwo- 
story brick building, the children were 
panic-stricken and rushed into the 
street, and but for the coolness and 
presence of mind of the teachers some 
of the smaller children would have been 
trampled to death. 

Many persons in the city experienced 
a feeling of seasickness, so great was 
the rocking motion of the earth. 

At Bellemont, Ariz., the shock cracked 
two-foot ice on ponds at the lumber 
mill. Moving trains rocked en route and 
tremors were clearly noticeable to en- 
gineers and train crews. 

The convulsion took place in the dis- 
trict at the foot of the Rockies, In the 
very heart of what was up to a com- 
paratively recent date ua district of 
marked volcanic activity, the country 
being dotted over with craters and laya 
beds. 

The seismic wave came from the the 
direction of the largest of these craters, 
the San Francisco peaks, and the rush- 
ing. grinding sounds of its approach 
were heard for severai seconds before 
it reached the city. As it passed be- 
Neath the city. buildings rocked and 
@ewayed, crockery and bric-a-brac were 
thrown to the floor and people rushed 
into the street, fearing that the walls 
were falling. 

The vibrations were continued for 
about thirty seconds and the motion 
seemed to be from the northwest to 
southeast. The wave traveled at tse 
rate of 18% miles per hour. 

A second shock was felt at 6:36 p. m. 
and a third at 7:32 g m., but these were 
much lighter than the first.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2%—Gen. Joseph 
A. Wheeer, the famous Confederate 
cavalry leader and Brigadier-General otf 
the United States army since the war 
with Spain, and known as “Fighting 
Joe,” died at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. Sterling Smith, in Brooklyn, early 
last evening. 

Gen. Wheeler was 69 years old, and 
had been ill of pneumonia since Jan. 18. 

All of his children were about the old 
warrior as he lay dying. When they 
Were summoned to his bedside ,for what 
they knew to be the last farewell, the 
veteran grected each with a nod; he 
has not strength to speak. They were 
Mrs. Smith, his sister; Maj. Joseph 
Wheeler Jr. of West Point, Mrs. W. J. 
Harris of Washington, and Anna, Lu- 
ellla and Carrie Wheeler, the latter two 
having been summoned from their home 
in Alabama two days ago. 


Gen. Wheeler’s Career. 


Brigadier-General Joseph Wheeler 
was one of the most picturesque char- 
acters in American military history. 
Born in the South, he was educated in} 
the North. Trained in the military | 
academy at West Point, he quit the 
army to join the confederacy. 
Famous as one of the most ef- 
fective enemies of the Government in 
the Civil War, he came loyally to its 
support in the war against Spain and 
added new luster to his fame. A fighter

of commander of the Department of the 
Lakes, with headquarters in © hicago. 

Gen. Wheeler was born Sept. 10, 1836, 
near Augusta, Ga. His mother died 
‘when he was 5 years old, and a part of 
his boyhood was spent in Connectiout. 
Through the aid of Congressman Whee!l- 
er of New York, who was not a relative, 
the Southe’n boy, without political influ- 
ence, secured an appointment to West 
Point. He graduated in 1859, and was 
sent as a lieutenant of cavalry to serve 
in New Mexico. When Georgia seceded 
he resigned from the army to. join the 
fortunes of the Confederacy. During 
four yea"’s in which he was a terror to 
‘the Federal armies he rose to the rank 
of Lieutenant-General from that of 
Tieutenant and established a reputation 
as One of the great cavalry commanders 
of military history. He accepted the 
verdict of the sword, and for peaceful 
eallings took up the roles of planter and 
lawyer in the South. 

He was elected to the Forty- seventh 

ess. He was returned repeatedly 
with little or no opposition, and had 4 
life-lease on the votes of nis people, but 
when the war with Spain began his mil- 
itary spirit was again aroused, and he 
insisted on volunteering for active duty 
In spite of his 61 years. His effective 
service in Cuba and the Philippines is 
too recent to need rehearsal. 

Famous Cavalry Leuder. 

Gen. Wheeler's fame rests chiefly on 

iis dash and daring as a cavalry leader 
tn the Confederate Army. He began as 
a Iieutenant of artillery, with assign- 
ment to Pensacola, but a few months 
later was commissioned Colonel of an 
Alabama infantry regiment.

On the theory of Mr. Julius Pitzman that railroad 
tracks, partly elevated and partly depressed, would 
improve Forest Park by imparting life and motion 
to the landscape, it is astonishing that the property 
owners and residents of the section north of Forest 
Park which Mr. Pitzman wants deprived of the 
eharms of the railroad tracks, would support the 
movement to shift them into the park. It is an ex- 
traordinary display of public spirit. 

The tracks were in their present location when 
these gentlemen bought the surrounding property 
and improved it.! Thase who built houses there built 
them in full view of the railroad tracks. They built 
them with the knowledge that the smoke and noise 
of passing trains would be contiguous to their resi- 
dences. The investors who bought property around 
the railroads knew that the railroads were there. 
The railroads did not invade their property; they 
invaded the territory contiguous to the railroads 
while the railroads were in existence. The only ad- 
dition to the railroad charms of that locality is the 
new railroad yard of the Rock Island, but presuma- 
bly the owners of the Park View Realty property 
wanted this yard there, beeause they sold the 
ground upon which the yard is located to the Rock 
Island for that purpose. According to Mr. Pitzman’s 
theory of the attractiveness of railroads in a land: 
scape, they are doubtless better -pleased with the 
property now than they were with only two tracks. 

Under the circumstances, in view of the fact that 
these property owners bought and built near the 
railroads, the city ought not to deprive them of their 
railroad attractions.
